The Fighting Around SOS-Mcter Hill 
Was Stubborn, the Japanese Be¬ 
ing Repulsed. 


NO NEWS FROM PORT ARTHUR 


St. Petersburg. Dec. 4.—Gen. TCuro- 
patkin trlegm, hs under date of De¬ 
cember 2. reporting unimportant skir¬ 
mishes*. He stat s that Russian scouts 
found at one point on the loft Hank sev¬ 
enteen Japanese corpse* entirely 
stripped of clothing, probably by the 
local inhabitants. Gen. Kuropatkln 
also relate* the discovery of two 
wounded Russians, who bad been over¬ 
looked and left In the tfenchea since 
October 16. One of them, who had b'eri 
lera severely wounded than his fellow, 
procured food by searching the bodies 
of the slain, and upon this they had 
subsisted for forty-five days. 


Fighting Was Stubborn. 

Tokio, Dee. 4.—The diary of the fight¬ 
ing arourri 203 Metre Hill, which is 
published In the Japanese papers. de¬ 
scribe® the terrible losses involved in 
the storming of the Rural:, n p«»Mtion 
from dawn of Nov^nber 28 till 11 
o’clock In the forenoon of that day. A 
Russian counter attack began at dawn 
on November 2f>. and whs so furiously 
pushed that the Japanese were com- 
peMed to retire from both ride*, of the 
hill into the valley, 'rhe attack wag re¬ 
newed the morning of November SO. 
“when all the Japanese reserves cam* 
up from the houUi western comers, but 
these assailants only advanced thirty 
metres by 5 o'clock, so stubborn was th-* 
resistance, and the Japanese Buffered 
revere kirse*, Then, being reinforced, 
•the Japanese maintained the struggle 
with terrible earnestness. Furious 
charge* were repeatedly made and the 
Russians were compelled gradually to 
retire. The flouthwestero summit of 
the hill ww« not occupied until 7 o’clock 
in the evening and the northwestern 
summit not until 8 o’clock. During the 
night six Hussion counter attack* were 
repulsed, One. which w as launched nt 
4 o’clock In the morning, was charset- 
erlred by several bayonet attach^ • nd 
was persisted in until norm of Decem¬ 
ber 1, when the hopeless ness of the 
attempt# becoming evident the Rus¬ 
sians retired.

Panama. Dec. 4.—The difference# be¬ 
tween the United State* and Panama. 
whJdh made necessary the visit of Sec¬ 
retary of War Taft to the Isthmus, 
were settled to-day by the Uauance of 
an executive order signed by Secre¬ 
tary Taft for President Roosevelt, and 
assented to In a letter by President 
Amador of Panama, 

The order provides that no trade for 
the canal zone or the republic of Pan¬ 
ama can enter the port# established by 
the United States at either end of the 
canal, supplies for the construction of 
the canal and articles in transit being 
excepted. Thl* turn* the custom* re¬ 
ceipt# of these ports over to the Gov¬ 
ernment of Panama, 

Panama agree* to reduce her tariff 
from 15 per cent, ad valorem to 10 per 
cent. Thl# reduction applies to all 
good* except wdnes, liquor#, aloohol and 
opium. Panama also agrees to reduce 
her consular fee* and port charge* to 
50 per cent, of the rate* at present 
charged. Absolute free trade 1* to ap¬ 
ply betw*een the canal xone and the 
republic of Panama. Veseel# entering 
the canal ports are granted free entry 
to the port* of Colon and Panama, and 
vessel* entering the latter ports are ex¬ 
tended the same privilege* in the canal 
ports. 

Complete Jurisdiction. 1# granted th* 
United Srtatea In the harbor* of Colon 
and Panama a# to sanitation and quar¬ 
antine regulation*. 

Panama reduce* her rate of postage 
to two cent*, and Is to furnish all 
Btamp# In the republic and in tha canal 
■one. The aone authorities are to pur¬ 
chase stamp* from Panama at 40 per 
cent of their face value.

It costs t 
great deal of money to keep the fleet mov 
ng in maneuvers and target practice, but 
this Is the only way officers and men can 
geln experience at sea; and it Is our well- 
defined policy to maintain a high standnrd 
of efficiency throughout the service. Prac¬ 
tice makes perfect la the navy, os every 
where else. 

Last year the navy cost a little over a 
dollar per caplts. It cost little compared 
to what war would cost, nnd It is the best 
Insurance we have ug*i!net war. We want 
such n navy in size, style and "sand 
that no other navy will ever desire an en¬ 
gagement with u». It Is our greatest ex¬ 
hibit In favor of pence. We are bound to 
occupy a prominent position among the 

5 reat nations of the earth, and while 
oubtless we shall always be In the lend 
In every International movement to pro¬ 
mote peace. It is much better for us to 
be at all t.mes so well prepared for war 
that war will never come. 1 am sure that 
the people of the United States will ap¬ 
prove of a navy that Is well prepared at 
all times to take care of their defenses 
and to protect their position In the world.

It Is the opinion of the Chief Construc¬ 
tor that ships but.t by the Government at 
navy yards will? oo*t more money than 
If buirt at private yards by contract. A 
different question is whether they will 
prove better than contract ahipa. 

Other considerations must be taken into 
account also in deciding the matter of 
Government construction cf vessels of the 
larger claw*. Doubtless the fact that there 
Is at command at navy yards the neces¬ 
sary plant and a force of men trained In 
auoh work will ha/ve a tendency to keep 
down juice*, nnd the equipment of the 
Government yards for building worship* 
may have it* advantage la time of na¬ 
tional emergency. 

I concur, however, with the Chief Con¬ 
structor in the view that the repairing 
and overhauling of naval vessel* must 
ai all times remain the important work 
of the navy yards, and that there should 
be no change In the policy of building

The maintenance of a public naval gun 
factory In a state of such efficiency a* 
to be capable of turning out guns of ali 
calibers required for the armament of 
naval vesuris Is undoubtedly desirable. 
The existence of such an establishment 
tends to ke» p price* down und to prevent 
the formation of monopolies for the sup¬ 
ply of ship’s armament*. I do not how¬ 
ever. agree with certain of the ordnance 
experts In the opinion that the navy 
should, under ordinary circumstance*, un¬ 
dertake *to manufacture all, or even the 
greater part, of the gun* and ammuni¬ 
tion required for the service. On the 
contrary, I think it is better to adhere, 
in the matter of armament, to the gen¬ 
eral policy adopted with respect to ships 
and arnrror At more tha^i one navy yard 
it Is possible to build wulrehttp*. and the 
Government Is aonuaily building them 
at some of the yard*, but this l» the ex¬ 
ception. Most of the new ships are un¬ 
der construction at private establish¬ 
ment*. nnd all armor is furnished by pri¬ 
vate concern*.

Age And Command Rank. 


Considering tha't future wars must b« 
waged by young officers, the Chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation suggest* that all 
Captains upon reaching the age of sixty 
be retired; that this age limit be decreas¬ 
ed one year for each two years from the 
passage of the act until the age limit be¬ 
come* flfty-*ev'err; that this limit be re¬ 
duced to fifty-five after the next two 
year*; that all Oomnwmder* upon reach¬ 
ing the age of fifty-five be retired; that 
thi* age limit be reduced as In the case 
of Captains until It reaches fifty; that no 
candidate be admitted to the Naval 
Academy whose age exceeds seventeen on 
the first day of October of the year his 
class enter*; also, a* a contributory meas¬ 
ure of relief, that officer* whose service 
I* restricted by law to shore duty only be 
made extra numbers in the grades of 
Commander and Captain. 

I am Impressed with the Importance of 
this recommendation The Interest^ of the 
service are paramount In such a matter 
and I believe that action should be taken 
to place younger men In positions nf com¬ 
mand a* soon as a way can he found to 
do bo that doe* not involve Injustice or 
Impose unnecessary hardship upon officers 
whose long and worthy servico entitles 
them to consideration.

Lizzie Miller, a negro, who w*as struck 
on the head by a lighted lamp thrown 
by Pinchey Lewis and who was after¬ 
ward seriously burned by the flames 
from the lamp, died yesterday after¬ 
noon.

Her death was 
due to the burns received. 


Lexington, Ky., Dec, 4.—[Special.]—

A tariff bill Imme¬ 
diately preceding a congressional elec¬ 
tion In a regular session is always dan¬ 
gerous. In 1890. the McKinley bill was 
passed after a long session of Congress, 
lasting until October, and the next 
month the Republicans lost the House 
by a tremendous majority, and two 
months later lofrt the presidency. In 
1894 the Democrats met the same fate 
when they passed the Wilson Bill and 
adjourned In August. These two un¬ 
mistakable warnings were not lost upon 
the Republican* in 1897. for Speaker 
Reed urged Mr. McKinley to call an ex¬ 
tra session, which he did. and the Ding- 
ley* Bill was passed. Then the people 
had over & year to digest It before they 
voted and It was a triumph for the 
party. Of course the 'stand-pat* policy 
of the Republicans has been over¬ 
whelmingly sustained and approved by 
the vote of the people and the •stand¬ 
patters’ can very well point with pride 
to this verdict and oppose an exTra 
session or any tinkering with the tariff. 
However, it has got to come either In 
an extra or the regular session of 
Congress next December, and the 
Democrats will not have anything 
to do with bringing the Question to th* 
front, but the Republicans themselves. 
The little stir among them at the pres¬ 
ent time Is a sure Indication of the di¬ 
rection In which the wind Is blowing. 
While the stand-pa iters are largely In 
the majority, the revisionists propose 
to keep up the fight and have strong 
hopes that before many weeks they will 
have the President with them, and in 
that event, they will win. for Just now 
the President Is the comrje te master 
of his party, and. as a matter of fact, 
judging from the recent vote, the mas¬ 
ter of the country. 

•’Then these revisionists have much 
the best of the arguments and they will 
logically grow and gain In strength. 
Those from New England want free 
raw material. The prairie States want 
free lumber, nearly everywhere a re¬ 
duction of the duty on steel Is favored, 
and so It goes. As the Philippines. 
Panama and financial questions have 
been finally settled the people will have 
time to rftudy the tariff question, and I 
think that after they have carefully 
looked Into the matter they will come 
to the conclusion that a high protec¬ 
tive tariff Is not only the 'mother of 
trusts,' but the only reason for the 
high price* at present prevailing In 
sill of 'the commodities of life."

Mr. James and Representative Smith, 
of Kentucky, a member of the Judiciary 
Committee, will see Chairman Jenkins 
to-morrow and ask that a date be set 
for hearing Mr. James on his bill. As 
soon as the Swayne case is disposed of 
by the Judiciary Committee. Mr. 
James will likely be given an opportun¬ 
ity to appear before the committee and 
explain the bill to the members.

President Undecided. 


Report* to the effect that the Presi¬ 
dent told Senator Clay, of Georgia, 
positively yesterday that he would 
visit the South are denied by the Sena¬ 
tor, who, however, believes that the 
President will make such a trip, though 
i; has not been definitely decided upon. 
"I am going back to the White House 
later,” said the Senator to-day. "and 
*alk over the matter further with the 
President. He undoubtedly wants to 
make a trip through the South, and we 
are anxious to have him do so. The 
President even went so far as to discuss 
certain places he would like to visit, 
and I believe it can be said that he ha* 
such a trip In serious contemplation." 

Senator Clay found that the Presi¬ 
dent believed *he had been misunder¬ 
stood and misjudged by the people of 
the South, to which section he said he 
had the most kindly feelings.

“Watch and Pray,” Says Pettus. 


The oldest active Democrat, and one 
of the best Democrats In the country— 
Senator Pettus. of Alabama—says the 
Democratic future may he summed up 
in three words: "Watch and pray." 


The Senator is not pessimistle over the 
defeat of last month. During hia 
eighty-three years he has seen th* 
party defeated too often to believe that 
It cannot survive the reverses of the 
recent election. 

Senator Pettus does not believe the 
electoral representation of the South 
will be reduced. The Interests of the 
North In the South he thinks of so 
much Importance that a , sectional bill 
of this nature cannot command the 
united support of the Republican party 
and be passed by the Senate.

Poor Outlook for Army Post*. 

Members of the Senate and House 
Military Affairs Committees who were 
asked to-day about the prospects of the 
passage of the bill favorably reported 
In both branches of Congress lost ses¬ 
sion providing for th? establishment | 
of army camp sites In Texas. Pennsyl¬ 
vania, Wisconsin. California and Ten¬ 
nessee. did not take a very favorable 
view of the chances of the bill becom¬ 
ing law. Regardless of the expenditure 
of money made necessary by the bill, 
there Is general dissatisfaction among 
members whose particular localities 
failed to get camp files. 

It is understood that Mr .Logan C. 
Murray. Mr. C. B. Norton and other 
citizens of Louisville will be here early 
In the session to boom the West Point 
site. If the bill is btought up for pas¬ 
sage In the Semite and House It will 
likely be decided by the advocates of 
the West Point site to offer an amend¬ 
ment Including West Point wlrh the 
other five sites provided In the bill.

Blue Set of Congressmen. 

There is a rather blue set of Demo¬ 
cratic Congressmen thronging the cor¬ 
ridors of the hotels in Washington to¬ 
night. Many of them have been defeat¬ 
ed for re-election and are now here to 
serve out their last term. Others bare¬ 
ly pulled through by the skin of their 
teeth. In some instances majorities of 
thousands being scaled down to a few 
hundred votes. Kentucky members are 
about the only ones who can give any¬ 
thing like a good account of them- 
selves. 

"Down in Kentucky we made good." 
said Representative South Trimble to 
a group of Eastern Democratic Con¬ 
gressmen who will not be members af¬ 
ter March 4. "We lost a Congressman, 
l legret to say. but If other .States had 
done as well as Kentucky, & Democratic 
President would go into the White 
House next March. However, we'll for¬ 
give you If you do better four years 
from now." 

Gov. Frazier, of Tennessee, accom¬ 
panied by a score of Tennesseean*, w ho 
have been In Philadelphia to witness 
the launching of the cruiser Tennersce. 
is in Washington. The Governor and 
his party will remain here until to¬ 
morrow* night, when they return to 
Nashville.

"Fifth—To know hi* rights; to exercise, 
with order and Justice, those h# retains; 
to Choose with discretion the fiduciary of 
tho#© he delegates and to nolle# their 
conduct with diligence, with candor and 
Judgment. 

"Sixth-And. In general, to observe with 
Intelligence and faithfuln*s* all bhe social 
relation* un«b>r which he shall be placed." 

H‘* then proceeded with this admirable 


religion. Not only was religion the cor¬ 
nerstone In the foundation cf our older 
odiege*. but the religious element waa 
manifest in their government and Instruc¬ 
tion.

"Life of Jefferson" Mr. Parton mentions 
that certain pious old ladles of Now Eng¬ 
land hid thetr Bibles in terror when th**y 
heard of his being elected President. But 
the American college has substantially 
n»;iopted Jefferson's Idea, and has ceased 
to be in Its organization, government and 
Instruction a distinctively religious In¬ 
stitution. Th# selection of a college pres¬ 
ident is no longer controlled by theologi¬ 
cal qualification* n* by a demonstrated 
ability and readiness to fac# the social 
nrd economic problems -that challenge 
educator*. Th© religious so 

j marked in the history of Harvard, which 
sprang from the "dreading to leave an 
Illiterate ministry to th# church©*:" Yale, 
designed to Itrculcate a more orthodox 
Christianity than Harvard was supposed 
to represent, and to educate a ministry 
for the New Haven Colony; and Prince¬ 
ton Intended to "supply the church with 
learned and able ministers of the Word" 
—all this has passed away, though relig¬ 
ion stilt very properly ha* a most im¬ 
portant Influence In the dally life and 
character of the students.

fiorn»ed municipally for our own govern¬ 
ment and a sound spirit of legislation 
which, banishing all unneoesoary re- 
mrain#t on individual actions. kfiaJl leave 
u* free to do whatever does not violate 
the equal rights of another. 

"Third—TV> harmonize ar.d promote the 
In:crests of agriculture, rr.anufaoture* an l 
commerce and. b> well-informed v.ew* of 
politicos evcn<nny. to give a free w'ope ld 
the public lndi»#try. 

"Fourth—Tn develop th© reasoning f*c- 
ultlfls of our youth, enlarge their mVnds, 
cntltlvRte their morals «nd ln*tlH Into 
them the principle* of virtue and order. 

"Fifth—TN> enlighten them with math¬ 
ematical ani physical sciences which ad 
van or the art* and administer to the 
health, the subsistence and comforts of 
human life 

"Sixth—And generally, to form them to 
habits of reflection ami correct action, 
rendering them ©xnmipbw of virtue to 
others and of happiness wtthtn thrm- 
#Hvew " 

It will be seen that Jefferson regarded 
a university education not a more luxury' 
or ornament, but a vital and essential 
organism, closely related to the best in¬ 
terest* and the true development of the 
citizens of a free State. His scheme com¬ 
prehended an ascending scale, from the 
elementary public school to the academy, 
thence to th© college, and. finally, to the 
university. In a communication to the 
l^glalature of Virginia, offering Central 
College to the State, provided It would 
convert the college Into a university, he 
eloquently sums up the effects of a well- 
directed higher education In these words: 

"It improve* the morals, enlarges the 
minds, enlightens the councils, instructs 
the industry and advance# the j»ower. the 
prosperity and the happiness of the na¬ 
tion." 

In nothing did Jefferson display a keen¬ 
er interest and a more untiring zeal than 
In the fortunes of the University of Vir¬ 
ginia. A few months before his death, 
at a banquet given in the university', to 
Gen. Ijifsyette. he said: 

"In this feebl© state the exhausted 
{towers of life leave little within m> com¬ 
petence for your service, but if. with the 
aid of my younger and abler coadjutors. 1 
still can continue to advance this Institu¬ 
tion. it will be. as It ever lias been, cheer- 
fully and zealously bestow*ed." 

The university was his "p#t creation." 
for which he to tirelessly labored for 
fifty years, and hi* fame overshadow s 
their walls as their tutelary genius. All 
around still survive In Imperishable forms 
bis comprehensive views, his eiegant 
taste, hi* liberal opinions, his expansive 
sympathies. 

He left no prouder claim upon posterity 
than that expressed In the last line of the 
Inscription he directed to be placed upon 
hi* tombstone; "Father of the University 
of Virginia." # # . 

Possessing In a higher degree thnn any 
man of h s time a grasp upon political and 
social truths, and with a great genius 
wdilcb made Itself felt in so many di¬ 
rections. Jefferson conceived that the old 
system should be superseded by one 
which left to even ingenious youth seek¬ 
ing for knowledge the right to decide for 
himself what studies he should pursue; 
nad that government by espionage and 
compulsion should be succeeded by lib¬ 
erty. regulated alone by personal honor 
and self-respect. Therefore. In the uni¬ 
versity his scheme was & departure from 
what. In that day. were two essential and 
inevitable features of college instruction- 
one. the curriculum, the other, a constant 
watchfulness on the part of the college 
authorities over th© conduct, habits and 
life of the students. He may be said to 
have built into th© fabric of th© univers¬ 
ity four great principles which still con¬ 
stitute the essential law* of Its being and 
have chiefly contributed to its beneficent 
and far-reaching influence: 

First—A high standard of attainment 
Inexorably maintained a* the unvarying 
condition of academical and professional 
degrees, elevating the general standard of 
collegiate education by refusing to accept 
any short measure of qualification In 
candidates for her degrees, reserving her 
honors and rewards for real scholarship. 
Imparting their original dignity and luster 
to the honors of learning. 

Second—The complete recognition of the 
elective system. A wise electlclsm. the 
combination of a judicious method with a 
Judicious scheme of study, a discipline of 


to certain riches she possesses She was 
the first to recognize and apply real uni¬ 
versity standard* of instruction anj 
scholarship. She was the first to com¬ 
pletely Introduce the elective system of 
study. 8he was th© first to try the ex¬ 
periment of student self-government. She 
also deserves attention and approval be- 
raus# of her unique system of culture, 
because of the ideas she has represented, 
because of the thoroughness of hor work, 
because of her unswerving fidelity to the 
real anil true, because of the honesty of 
hef scholarship, of the spirit of freedom 
which she -has ever sought to nourish, 
fh© spirit of reverence for the learned 
and th# faithful in aJl ages, the spirit of 
courage to follow* truth open-eyed wher. 
ever she may lead, and above ull. because 
of the high type of honor and manhood 
which she has fostered. 

"To the University of Virginia," »ava 
th# United States UommUsHiouer of Edu¬ 
cation In hia report of 1S87. "the whole 
country 1 * indebted for the following dis¬ 
tinguished service# to higher education; 
th# recognition of real university stand¬ 
ards of instruction and scholarship; the 
absolute repression of the class system 
and th© substitution of merit for seniority 
In the award of degrees; the first complete 
introduction of the elective system; the 
<wtah!!*hm«*nt of distinct schools In which 
great subjects wr#r* grouped, each school 
having its autonomy and its own stand- 
Ards of graduation; th# promotion of 
self-government among th© students with 
the cultivation of an esprit de corps sus¬ 
taining high standards of academic honor 
and scholarship." 

• • • 

Th© University of Virginia, It !* true. 
Is a Southern Institution, but she belongs 
to th# country, for*she is the mother of 
universities. She ha* sent the principles 
which hA\© governed her through her life 
tn influence and uplift other institutions 
throughout the broad limits of the coun¬ 
try. "Imitation is the slncerest flattery.’ 
t»nd a* many of her distinguished foa 
turns, which found no precedent or pami 
lei, have since radiated out to all p«rts 
of our country, even the most ancient and 
llhuitrlous Institutions accepting and 
adopting them In whole or In part. More 
and im>re as time has advanced have her 
peculiar merits and her magnificent serv¬ 
ices to th# cause of higher education been 
recognized and acknowledged In the re¬ 
public of letters. Sho has been n fountain 
of light to other institutions. Justifying u» 
In applying to h©r Milton's famous lines 
Hither as to their fountain, other stars 
RepiMrlng, in their golden urns draw 
light." 

The University of Virginia Is poor. Her 
endowment far short of her neeed* and 
aims. Th# people of th# South are not 
indifferent to the duty and value of giv¬ 
ing to great Institution*, but they have 
not the weaJth. It l* a pleasure to say 
that a considerable portion of her In- 
creused endowment since the war has 
been given by Northern donors who had 
no connection with the university except 
thAt w'hlch springs from an appreciation 
of the real value and worth of her teach¬ 
ing The spirit of learning Is too expan¬ 
sive to be confined by any narrow or sec¬ 
tional feeling. Let nil who are willing to 
bow* at the common altar consecrated by 
th# ordaining band of knowledge, all w*ho 
recognize the duties and responsibilities 
growing out of the priesthood of letters, 
the brotherhood of scholars cordially as¬ 
sist In securing such a fund for tbe en¬ 
dowment of the grand old university as 
will be sufficient to enable h#r to realize 
In the fullest sens# th© great ideals which 
Thomas Jeeffrson had In his mind.

LARGE APPROPRIATION ASKED. 


MRS. FRANCK S FUNERAL 

THIS MORNING. 


The body of Mr*. Nannie Franck, who 
died Friday morning in Knoxville. 
Tenn.. of ©enlllty, was brought to 
Louisville yesterday and tak#n to her 
former home. 1116 Third avenue. She 
wa* a widow. The funeral services 
will be- held there at 10 o'clock to-day 
and the body will be burled In Ada* 
Israel cemetery. Mr*. Franck was 
elghtv-flve years of age. 

Killed By His Own Oun. 

Mad item, lnd.. Dec. 4.—[Special.] — 
Mat Kiefer, aged twenty-two. while 
hunting uith three companions on 
Ryker’* Ridge this afternoon, was ac¬ 
cidentally killed by the discharge of ht* 
own gun in the hands of a boy named 
Eglin. 


The fourth biennial report of the In¬ 
diana Reformatory, which Is located at 
Jeffersonville, was mailed to Gov. W. 
T. Durbin last night. The report Is the 
flr.it of Superintendent W. H. Whit¬ 
taker and embraces a period of fifteen 
months, the remaining nine having 
been filled by Joseph P. Byers, who 
left the Institution August 2, 1903. Of 
the four directors now serving, D. J. 
Terhune. of Linton; Dr. H. C. Hobbs, 
of Salem; Dale J. Crittenberger, .of An¬ 
derson. and L. P. Newby, of Knlgnts- 
town. all except Mr. Terhune have 
been appointed' since the last report 
was made. 

The managers In their report say the 
condition of the institution is the best 
In its history and that the feeling ex¬ 
isting between the officers and Inmates 
is better than when the board as¬ 
sumed control. Superintendent Whit¬ 
taker Is given praise for having set¬ 
tled an account of $12,615.48 due from 
the Indiana Manufacturing Company, 
the fiim having been given credit for 
$4,500 claimed foy new buildings *ind 
repairs to others and entering Into an 
agreement to pay $500 a month on the 
balance of $8,015.18. T^e final payment 
will be made February 10, 1906. The 
earnings from contracts is shown to 
be $10,990.32 In excess of what they 
were during the Inst year of th# pre¬ 
vious administration, which, with $ 2 .« 
840.62 left unexpended on the appro¬ 
priation, makes a net waving to the 
State of Indiana of $26,352.32. 

• • • 

Appropriations Asked. 

The board asks the following an¬ 
nual appropriations for the next two 
years: Maintenance. $108,000 and $70 per 
capita over 800; repairs, $5,000; trade 
schools. $ 20 , 000 ; library and amuse¬ 
ments. $ 1 , 000 ; schools, $ 6 , 000 ; paroled 
und discharged prisoners. $ 12 . 000 ; su¬ 
pervision of paroled prisoners and re¬ 
wards. $ 5 , 000 ; a total annual appro¬ 
priation of $157,000 up to 900 Inmate* 
and $70 for each additional, the count 
now being 1.001. For specific purposes 
the following appropriations are asked; 
Water plant, $10,000; trade school*. $15.- 
imm>; school of letters, $4,600; pflkfltti 
$2,000; new boilers. $5,000; new engine* 
and dynamo. $5,000; new solitary cells 
and building. $5,000; paving streets, 
$ 5 , 000 ; laundry machinery. $ 1 , 000 ; extra 
wall and paving for drill ground, $».- 
000 ; repairing roofs. $ 2 , 000 ; new mat¬ 
tresses, $1,500; plumbing A and B cell- 
houses. $ 6 , 000 ; total. $ 66 , 000 . 

The former administration asked an 
annual appropriation of $140,500 and a 
specific appropriation of $39,945. receiv¬ 
ing on on# $135,000 up to 900 and on the 
other $15,555. 

Tli# buildings i .re all reported in good 
condition, with the exception of a few 
which need repairs to the roofs. The 
only new building asked for I* one to 
be used as a solitary, the one now In 
use not being satisfactory. It Is rec¬ 
ommended that the Institution be 
given a sufficient amount to put in an 
up-to-date filtering system for the 
water that comes through the city hy¬ 
drants. Attention is called to the fact 
that no Insurance J* cuirrled on any of 
the buildings, and it is suggested that 
a sufficient appropriation be made to 
cover such an expense if it is desired. 

• • • 

Mr. Whittakeris Report. 

The report of Superintendent Whit¬ 
taker deals largely on trade schools and 
what to do with the Inmates when the 
contracts expire In July. 1906. Schools 
have already been established that give 
employment to 109 Inmates, the tin 
shop having made cans for the School 
for the Feeble Minded at Fort Wayne 
and cooking utensils for the Southern 
Hospital for the Insane at Evansville. 
Superintendent Whittaker concurs with 
the board of managers In a recommen¬ 
dation that mbre cells be added to the 
State prison ani says at this time there 
are more than 200 men In the reforma¬ 
tory who should be In the prison and 
k#pt away from those being reformed. 
In conclusion Superintendent Whit¬ 
taker says the discipline has steadily 
Improved during the past fifteen 
months. 

Th© report of Assistant Superintend¬ 
ent M. M. Barnard is brief and shows 
that the total time in punishment In 
1903 wa* 2,564 days and three hours, 
against 2.049 days and nineteen and a 
half hours in 1904. The fines In 1903 
were $4,053.25. against $2,409.75 In 1904. 
The average population in 1903 was 
932 and In 19u4 975. 

Fred H. Pageler. in his report as 
chief clerk, goes largely Into figures on 
th# receipts and expenditures and the 
general statistics of the institution, 
petit larceny Is shown to be the pre¬ 
dominating crime, and there were more 
convictions at nineteen than any other 
age. Marion county had the greatest 
number of convictions and the call¬ 
ing most largely represented is that of 
laborers. Among the conviction* dur¬ 
ing the two years were twenty-seven 
barbers, twenty-eight cook*, fifteen 
clerks, one comedian, one dentist, thir¬ 
ty-nine farmers, one herb doctor, thlr- 
ty-four painter*, one school teacher, 
one student, three shoemaker*, six- 
tailors, eight telephone operators, two 
telegraph operators and one under¬ 
taker. There is one Chinaman In the 
Institution. 

• • • 

Men Paroled. 

During the two years, according to 
the report of State Agent J. W. Com¬ 


fort. 462 men were paroled. Of this 
number 257 went out in 1893 and ninety 
of them, or 35H per cent., proved to b* 
unsatisfactory cases. In 1904 there wers 
205 paroles, thirty-one, or 16H per cent., 
being unsatisfactory. Since the parol# 
system went into effect seven years ago 
the total number of paroles was 1.723. 
Of these 415, or 244 P«r cent., were un¬ 
satisfactory cases. A remedy Is sug¬ 
gested by keeping the men longer in 
the institution. 

Dr. Harry C. Shapp, physician In 
charge, in his report shows an im¬ 
provement In health conditions, credit 
for which is given to better food and 
fn#sh air. with plenty of sunshine. In 
1903 there were twenty-seven deaths, 
sixteen of which were from different 
forms of tuberculosis, while In 1904 the 
total number of deaths was fourteen, 
seven of which were due to tubercu¬ 
losis.

for the eneourag«?ment of stock market 
and business activity. He also suggested 
that the strictly new capital issues 
brought forth would be Inconsequential as 
compared with those manufactured during 
the boom period of 19Q1-02, and that the 
market would have a healthy appearance, 
inspiring the confidence of both the in¬ 
vestor and speculator. On its face this 
statement of reasons appears to contain 
a considerable element of truth, and com¬ 
ing in the way It did, and from one whose 
shrewdness in foreseeing the course of 
events has been repeatedly acknowledged, 
it is worthy of more than passing atten¬ 
tion from th«iso interested. 

We have had illustrations the past week 
of what the crops of 1904 mean to this 
country. The Government report on cot¬ 
ton estimates the total yield, exclusive of 
llnters, at 12.R3.00o balee, so phenomenal¬ 
ly largo as to astonish even those who 
have been contending that the crop is the 
largest ever raised. It was fully borne 
out. however, by the ginners* report is¬ 
sued earlier In the week, w'hlch placed the 
total number of running hales ginned up 
lo November 14. at 9.906.057, compared with 
7,070.437 for the same period In Hkfl, tho 
total number of ginneries in active op¬ 
eration being 29/611 compared with 29.506 
last year. In other words. 1.S34.620 more 
bales were ginned up to November 14 this 
year, with the increase in the number of 
ginneries in active operation only 105. 

Secretary Wilson, of the Department of 
Agriculture, hus th.s week furnished some 
eloquent testimony as to the value of tho 
crops of 1904. This year’s products he 
says, amount to more than six times tho 
capital stock of all the national bunks, 
to three times the gross earnings from the 
operations of the railroads, and to four 
linos the value of all minerals produced 
in this country. After a careful estimate 
tin- secretary places the value of tho 
products of the farm for the current year 
at 34.9oO.O0t) > *»o, exclusive of the crope fed 
to live stock In order to avoid duplication 
of values. This, he says. Is 9.65 per cent, 
above farm product values of 1903, and 
31.28 per cent, above slmilur vulues of the 
census year 1S99. In two years Secretary 
Wilson avers that the farmers of this 
country have produced wealth exceeding 
the output of all the gold mines of the 
entire world since Columbus discovered 
America. Going further into detail, the 
Secretary says that the corn crop of 1904 
yields a farm value greater than ever be¬ 
fore, and that the farmers could from tho 
proceeds of this single crop pay the na¬ 
tional debt, the Interest thereon for one 
year, and still have enough left to pay 
a considerable portion of the Govern¬ 
ment's yearly expenses. The cotton crop 
comes second, while hay and wheat con¬ 
tend for the third place, and the latter 
fw'O crops combined are about equal to tho 
corn crop. Notwithstanding that wheat 
shows a lower production slncp 1900, the 
farm value is the highest since 1881. Po¬ 
tatoes and barley reached their highest 
production the current year, and the oats 
crop was never ho large by 60.000.000 bush¬ 
els. save in 190*2. Tne present crop of 
Tice promises a yield of 900.090,000 pounds, 
or 300,000.090 more than in any previous 
year. Horses and mules reach the high¬ 
est point this year, with an aggregate 
value exceeding 11.354.000.000, but cattle, 
sheep and hogs show a small decline. The 
production of ♦•ggs for a single month at 
the average price Is estlmnted to be suf¬ 
ficient to pay the Interest on the national 
debt for one year and the total product 
for 19«>4 Is said to be. one and two-third 
billion of dozens. It Is no wonder, in 
view’ of these llgures, that business la be¬ 
coming more active and that stock mar¬ 
ket value* are advancing Two months 
ago the svock market started in 'to dis¬ 
count bountiful crops. Whether it has 
fully discounted the prosperity arising 
therefrom Is a question that nrnnlns to 
be answered. The consensus of the best 
opinion regardless of present values la 
plainly to the effect that stocks will have 
a further advance. 

All indications bear out this view. The 
notion of the m-oney market furnishes 
proof of a positive character Some bank¬ 
ers In New York City would undoubtedly 
like to obtain higher rates for mon»*y. 
They believe that the low rates now ob¬ 
tained for call and time loans are In a 
sense artificial, and they do not hcsltato 
to say so. Hut whenever they seek to 
make loans at higher figures they find 
that they are at the mercy of those who 
desire to encourage speculative activity 
In tho stiM'k market, and are, therefore 
opposed to higher rates. Take, for ex¬ 
ample. total deposit* of the associated 
banks, which now amount to $1,144.212.50a. 
against which, there is a surplus reserve 
Of utlly $8,381,375. it would be interesting 
to note in this connection the exact condi¬ 
tion of the New York trust companies, 
but th» figures are not available. Suf¬ 
ficient to state that condition* seem a 
trifle artificial, and those who have studied 
the l*ank statements of recent week* must 
acknowledge that they have shown dis¬ 
crepancies In cash In comparison with.the 
known movements of money. What is 
Cited here, however, is simply to show the 
purpose of the large financial interests. 
There is no need whatever for apprehen- 
*-°n on account of the money supply, for 
higher rutes would undoubtedly attract 
tTomuy from the Interior in large amounts 
a? well a* inducing tho heavy importation 
of gorl 

The cotton market ha* furnished consid¬ 
erable excitement, prices sagging under 
the weight of offerings, the estimate by 
the Government of an excessively large 
crop and the very bearish ginners' report 

Wet weather in the Argentine Republic 
delaying harvest, and drouth In the win¬ 
ter wheat country have been the bullish 
factors in nn active speculation in wheat, 
which has resulted In a higher level of 
prices. Corn has shown little sympathy 
with this movement, and oats have ruled 
steady, with a little higher tendency at 
times 

Clearings of Louisville bunks for the 
week show an increase of about $0,000. 


The Meeting’ of Congress To-day. 

The ‘third session of the Fifty-eighth 
Congress w»l.ll convene to-day under 
edreumatanoes quite anomalous. While 
it will have the same complexion In 
It3 political oomporitJon as at Its ad¬ 
journment in .April, its majority, 
foreshadowing the stilt greater Repub¬ 
lican preponderance of Strength of that 
which will meet & year hence, may 
naturally be erpe*eted to shape its leg¬ 
islative courwe tin accordance With the 
result of the November election, which 
largely increases »lhe Republican ma¬ 
jority of the succeeding Congrei 
While numerically there will be no in¬ 
crease in the rdoiUve strength of the 
Administration eftemem. the assurance 
of the parti" ascendency In the national 
councils for .the next thvo years sill un 
doufotedly have its Influence upon the 
course of legislation during the pend¬ 
ing session. A yetvr ago there were 
evidences of caution In the policy of 
the dominant parry, which operated as 
a restraint in many wayo upon the 
majority, but this, in view of the as¬ 
surance of absolute control of the next 
Congress, will probably be suc¬ 
ceeded by a more rigid! partisan 
policy than was then deemed prudent. 

It ma y be said Uha*. In the last ses- 
| sion of Congress them was a sufficient 
| Republican majority to have enacted 
whatever legislation was deemed prop¬ 
er or necessary, cn the line of Repub¬ 
lican prin'clpa© or policy. But there 
was not wanting during that period 
& certain conservative restraint which 
kqpt within bounds the ultimate alma 
of the majority, a* a concession to the 
popular Judgment to be expressed at 
the 'November polls. Now than this has 
been; -so emphatically expressed, it la 
natural tfaax the reaction may be mani¬ 
fested by an effort to carry out 
those alms. Were these the only 
conditions, and were tt merely a ques¬ 
tion for the dominant majority to de¬ 
ckle, there would be no difficulty in 
forecasting the pbliey which would be 
observed by the pending session. 

The element which com** in to modi¬ 
fy. df not to dtreot and dominate the 
action of the majority In the session 
about to convene. Is centered In the 
President. Never, penhape, in the his¬ 
tory of this counitry bee a President 
of the United States 'been placed In an 
attitude of more power for good or evil 
than 1* President Roosevelt at this 
hour. Continued' in his position for 
four yea^s by a phenomenal electoral 
vote, and thereby vested with a moral 
Influence over his party approximat¬ 
ing to autocratic control, everything 
may be said to depend upon the poli¬ 
cies which will be outlined in his mes¬ 
sage to be delivered to-day. 


A Free Church In a Free Stats. 

The movement for ending the Concor¬ 
dat between FTance and the Vatican 
continues to acquire greater momen¬ 
tum. The declaration of Cardinal Pcr- 
raud, described as the most Influential 
member of the French hierarchy, lit 
favor of the American system is very 
signifleant as tending to show' that the 
existing relations between church and 
State are considered intolerable on both 
sides. 

The American system 1* a free church 
In a free State. The church is left to 
support btself. but It Is free from Gov¬ 
ernment interference. In France under 
the Concordat the clergy are paid by 
the State, but the Government claims 
the right to be consulted with refer¬ 
ence to some of the most Important 
matters connected with the ecclesiasti¬ 
cal polity. Friction resulted frequently 
when the Government was In full sym¬ 
pathy with the church. Now that the 
Government's attitude Is hostile. It Is 
not without reason that the church au¬ 
thorities are Inquiring whether they are 
not paying too high a price for the sub¬ 
ventions from the treasury. 

The sudden withdrawal of the finan¬ 
cial support of the Government is pret. 
ty certain to cau9e embarrassment fora 
time. Mr. Combes appreciated this so 
fully that his bill provided a period of 
transition to enable the church to pre¬ 
pare for the change. This bttl ha*, how¬ 
ever. been rejected by the committee 
of the Chamber of Deputies to which 
it was referred, and it Is possible that 
the church will be throwm at once on 
its own resources. However burden¬ 
some this may be at first, it is pretty 
certain that in the long run the pro¬ 
posed change will be found advantage¬ 
ous to the church. The experiment of 
a free church in a free State has been 
eminently successful In the United 
States, and there Is no reason why It 
should not be so In France when the 
people become accustomed to It. 


It seems to have been the Irony of fate 
that having devised a system for regu¬ 
lating the movement of all railroad 
trains he should have been the victim 
of the very force for the safe regula¬ 
tion of which he had contributed so 
much of his time and labor. 


The President a Boycotter. 

Inconspicuous among recent press 
dispatches was this little one from 
Boston: 

"Boston, Dec. 2.—J. W. Smith, of this 
city, the dlstrk* forecaster of the United 
States Weather Bureau, ha* received or- 
d«cra from the Weather Department at 
Washington, forbidding the delivery by 
him of weather forecasts, map*, etc., to 
the Boston Herald." 

What can be the meaning of this? 

Those who may be curious should 
recall that the Boston Herald is the 
paper whose Washington correspondent 
a few days ago gave such offense by 
a false story regarding the treatment 
of a turkey by Mr. Roosevelt's children 
that a statement from the White House 
was Issued In denial. 

They may also be aware that the 
Weather Bureau Is under the control 
of the Federal Government, of which 
the President Is the head. 

It seems that. Justly recently on 
personal grounds the story of the Her¬ 
ald correspondent, the President has 
determined to make such use of the 
public service, of which the Weather 
Bureau is an important branch, as to 
withhold from the Herald and Its read, 
ers the valuable information which the 
bureau disseminates for the benefit of 
the public. 

Mr. Roosevelt may be a big man, but 
that cannot be regarded as the act 
of a big man. Nor can It be regarded 
as the act of a President, big or little, 
to exercise such control of the public 
service as to boycott & public Journal 
for a personal offense.

The Author of Standard Time. 

Among deaths recently chronicled Is 
that of one who deserves more than 
a passing notice. Few persons can, at 
offhand, tell to whom we are Indebted 
for the Introduction of standard time, 
now found so valuable for regulating 
the time tables of rullroadn. The author 
of this system was Prof. Charles Ferdi¬ 
nand Dowd. who was recently 
struck by a rapid railroad train at Sar¬ 
atoga Springs. N. Y.. and instantly 
killed. He was a graduate of Yale Col¬ 
lege In the class of 1853, and had spent 
his life as a teacher and professor of 
mathematics, being fit the time of his 
death president of Temple Grove Semi¬ 
nary', at Saratoga Springs. The sys¬ 
tem of standard time os first conceived 
by him was adopted by the railroads in 
1883, and. although at first received 
with some disfavor, has been adopted 
also by the general public. For 
some time priod to his death 
he had been engaged In formulat¬ 
ing a scheme for a Pan-American day 
on the standard time of the ninetieth 
meridian without change of time-stand¬ 
ard from the Atlantic to the Pacific 
and the universal adoption of the twen¬ 
ty-four hour dial. At the time of his 
death he was still active In his pro¬ 
fession, although in his eightieth year. 


The War Scare Extravagance. 

Brig. Gen. Story, Chief of Artillery, In 
his report to Gen. Chaffee, Chief of 
Staff, evince* a nervous apprehension 
in regard to the safety of our coast 
harbors from bombardment by a for¬ 
eign fleet, not unlike that of Rojenet- 
vensky when he opened Are upon the 
trawlers’ fleet. To secure the 
greatest measure of national safety at 
least cost he says that the entire de¬ 
fense of our harbors should be at once 
made complete. It Is not merely recom¬ 
mended that fortifications be erected 
and a heavy armament supplied, but 
he Unlinks tt -would be criminal neglect 
if we did not urge the Immediate com¬ 
pletion of the torpedo defense of all 
fortified harbors, "If," he says, "we 
were suddenly confronted by war no 
amount of money could procure sub¬ 
marine mines to be of service for our 
harbor defenses. The materials for such 
defenses? are made only to fill orders 
and their delivery wvmld occupy many 
months and only such as might be cm 
hand could be utilized for an early at¬ 
tack." 

If this urgent call for preparation to 
resist far-lgn attack were limited to 
one or even a few' of the department, 
bureau or staff officers connected with 
the army or navy, it might- be viewed 
as a kind of nightmare conjured up by 
reading the accounts from Port Arthur, 
or other incidents of the Russo-Jap¬ 
anese confUcc, but It pervades the whole 
military and naval system. The launch¬ 
ing of battleship* and cruisers occurs so 
frequently that It has ceased to be a 
noveKy, and etlll the cry Is for more 
thorough preparation in every branch 
of the service to meet some -impending 
danger through foreign aggression. It 
is not sufficient, wdth all such precau¬ 
tions, that our coast harbors should be 
fortified so as to be now\ according 
to Secretary Taft, almost impregnable 
against any force which can be brought 
against us, but as to our harbors 
must be provided with torpedoes and 
mince ready for Immediate emergency. 
It is either a strange hallucination or 
there must be some hidden danger from 
causes not known to the public that 
Inspires such emergency calls. The only 
other explanation, which is too deroga¬ 
tory to the good name of the service 
to be seriously entertained, is a strong 
pressure from the manufacturers of 
these engines of war to keep their fac¬ 
tories in w*ork and to secure re¬ 
munerative contracts. 

From whatever cause, it Is evident 
that the bill of costs for our equipment 
for war, In time of profound peace, is 
destined to be extremely heavy. If it 
were possible to took forward to a time 
when the demand upon the Treasury 
would measurably cease for expenses 
of this kind, the extravagant requisi¬ 
tions for the present might be borne 
with more complacency. But expe¬ 
rience has proven that each step in this 
direction begets Increased demand, and 
that there Is no reasonable hope of 
reaching the limit. Each year the In¬ 
ventive genius of our naval con¬ 
structors, or of authorities having In 
charge cur harbor defenses, has new 
inventions to exploit or theories to put 
In execution which call for Increased 
expenditures. We hove now battleships 
of 16,000-ton displacement which have 
cost $4,000,000 to $5,000,000 each. Yet al¬ 
ready It is announced that It Is con¬ 
templated to construct others of 18.000 
tons which will cost $8,000,000. Bt has 
been but a comparatively few years 
since there were constructed for the de¬ 
fense of our coast at New' York, in 
Long Island Sound and at many other 
places, casemated fortifications of gran¬ 
ite costing many millions of dollars. 
The last were not completed until It 
was found that they were worthless 
as against the heavy shot and shell 
of the large modern guns, and they 
have been abandoned as more danger¬ 
ous to those within than a hostile 
force attacking. Now a new system 
has been adopted and Is being install¬ 
ed. In which embankments of earth 
are substituted for granite, and disap¬ 
pearing guns of heavy caliber In the 
open substituted for those formerly in 
the casemates. A* subsidiary defense* 
are torpedoes and torpedo boat*, mines 


and other devices which are largely ex¬ 
perimental in design, and may before 
many year* be supplanted by new and 
more costly equipment. 

The whole system partakes very 
much of the endless chair, there 
seeming to be no limit «to the out¬ 
lay In keeping K up. As with the navy 
and the army, there Is, unfortunately, 
a similar progression in the Increase of 
expenditures in all branches of the pub¬ 
lic service, pretext for which la found 
quite as specious as the wnr score 
which is used to swell the estimates 
for our Immunity from foreign attack. 


The Valuation of Imports. 

An Important duty devolving on 
treasury officials is the valuation of 
Import*. When ad valorem duties are 
collected the amount to be paid de¬ 
pends on the price affixed. The price 
actually paid is not allowed to control 
if it differs from the current market 
price. This is necessary to prevent 
collusion between buyer and seller to 
reduce the duties. 

Invoices of goods bought abroad are 
made out In the currency of the coun¬ 
try where they are sold, and this must 
be reduced to United States currency. 
A rule for this purpose is laid dow'n In 
the statutes of the United States. They 
prescribe that the value of a foreign 
coin shall be that of the pure metal in 
it. disregarding the alloy. The values 
of the standard coins of the various 
countries are to be estimated on this 
basis four times a year by the Director 
of the Mint, and the valuation so 
made is to be used In determining the 
value of imported goods. 

The Director of the Mint for some 
years valued the rupee of India at 
about 20 cents, that being the value of 
the pure silver in It at recent prices- 
But Secretary Shaw directs collectors 
to value It at 32 cents. This means 
an increase of ad valorem duties by 
about 60 per cent. The importers pro¬ 
test and have repeatedly carried the 
question Into the courts. It ha* been 
seven times decided In their favor, but 
the Secretary of the Treasury adheres 
to his Instructions to collectors, say¬ 
ing that there have been seven wrong 
decisions. It has not yet been decided 
by the Supreme Court, and the Secre¬ 
tary' pay b no attention to the decisions 
of the United States Circuit Courts, ex¬ 
cept to say that they are wrong. 

It Is only fair to say that 32 cents Is 
about the exchange value of the rupee 
In India, but the law expressly lays 
down another value. Instead of over 
ruling the decisions of the courts the 
proper proceeding would seem to be to 
get a change in the law. But Mr. Shaw 
appears to chink that anything that 
discourages imports is legal under the 
Dingley act. 

The Chadwick. 

In the absence of election Intelligence 
which so long swelled the columns of 
the press and gave occasion for Inviting 
head lines to the seeker after news, 
Mrs. Chadwick seems to have of late 
occupied the boards as an attractive 
novelty for the newsmongers. A dally 
record of the condition of her financial 
complications come* from her quarters 
In a fashionable New' York hotel, views 
of her palatial home in Cleveland and 
fascinating portraits of the whilom her¬ 
oine make up in a measure for the 
dearth of other news. The pub¬ 
lic are puzzled to knew what 

It all means, this strange story 

of a woman hitherto unknown, 

who is said to have borrow'ed fabulous 
surra from banks and Individuals, who 
has assets worth million*, but Is tem¬ 
porarily embarrassed. Her name has 
carried with it some recommendation, 
nnd some alleged favorable statements 
from responsible persons as tt> her good 
standing have given her something 

more than notoriety, and invested her 
with an Interest bordering on sympa¬ 
thy. One day the report conies that 
*he will pay all her debts to the limit, 
the next that her alleged securities are 
worthless, with revival on the third of 
her solvency. It seems now quite well 
established that she waa formerly a 
clairvoyant known a* Madame La Rose, 
aaid that since she has had various 
aliases with many of the experiences 
of a successful adventuress. Her spe¬ 
cialty In the way of success seem? to 
have consisted In borrowing large sums 
of money upon contracts for heavy in¬ 
terest, and. she has erected her 
tall financial cardboard house upon 
such narrow foundation that It fs about 
to topple over. In other w«'.rds, as far 
a* can be gathered from the paper* 
nearest her home, she seem* the coun¬ 
terpart of the Mr*. Humbert, who, sev¬ 
eral years ago, produced such a sensa¬ 
tion In Paris through her financial ex¬ 
ploitation*.

AGAIN KECOM3CENDS LAWS 
AGAINST CONTRACT LABOR. 


MUST REACH THE EMPLOYER. 


Senator Fairbanks, In his recent 
speech to the Boston Home Market 
Club, insisted that President McKinley 
favored only the same sort of reciproci¬ 
ty that the Republican party now' fa 
vors. Just w'hat sort of reciprocity the 
Republican party now favors Is not ap¬ 
parent. Certainly Senator Fairbanks did 
not make It apparent in his Boston 
speech. But President McKinley did 
disclose what sort of reciprocity he fa¬ 
vored by negotiating several reciprocity 
treaties, w'bkh were pending at his 
death. If that was the samfe sort of rec¬ 
iprocity that the Republican party 
favors. Senator Fairbanks ought to have 
explained why the Republican Senate, 
with the approval of the Republican 
Administration which succeeded Presi¬ 
dent McKinley** Administration, killed 
every one of those treaties. 


"We have the assurance from Harper’s 
Weekly that ’PresWent Roosevelt wi.l re¬ 
vise the tariff for the benefit of all the 
people.' That being the case. Congress 
need not trouble about the question any 
more."—(Washington Port. 

But why become sarcastic on Ihls 
point? Why may not the President. 
Instead of Congress, revise the tariff 
laws. Just a* he recently revised the 
pension laws? 


Washington, Dec. 4.—Immigration to 
the United States decreased materially 
during the last fiscal year, and It *« 
notable that the moral. Intellectual and 
physical qualifications of the immi¬ 
grants admitted to this country during 
the past year are higher than ever here¬ 
tofore have been chronicled. These ate 
<twx> salient features of the annual re¬ 
port of Frank P. Sargent. Comm i salon- 
of General of Immigration, which was 
made public to-day. 

The report says that during the past 
fiscal year 812,870 aliens arrived in the 
United States, of w'hlch 549,100 w'ere 
males and 263,770 females, an increase 
in the females os compared with last 
yvar of 19.870, and a decrease In the 
males of 64,046. As respects age, 109,150 
were under fourteen years, 667.155 were 
between fourteen and twenty-five and 
46.565 w'ere forty-five or over. Of the 
total number admitted immigrants, 3.956 
could read but not write; 168,903 could 
neither read nor write, ami it is pre¬ 
sumed the remainder, 640,054, could both 
read and write, lit also appears that 
103,750 of tht^e aliens had already been 
in this country; 95.575 brought with 
them $50 or more each, and 501.530 
brought each less, than $50. The total 
amount of money shown to officers by 
these 812,870 aliens w'as $20,694,383, or 
$4,776,870 more than was brought by 
ttei 857,046 arrivals of the last year. 

Thl* foot, says the report, taken in 
connection with the countries from 
which the Increases of the year under 
consideration came, furnishes assur¬ 
ance of a marked improvement in the 
character and thrift of the more recem 
Immigration. The 28.451 English Im¬ 
migrants brought with them in the fis¬ 
cal year 1903, $1,406,365; this year the 
41,479, of the same race, brought $2,- 
736,182; the 36,368 Irl*h last year had 
$796,082, while the 37,076 Irish this year 
showed $1,092,781; 71,782 German Immi¬ 
grants last year had $2,480,634. this year 
74,790 possessed in hand $3,622,676. 

At the various seaports of the United 
States 7,994 aliens were excluded during 
the year. 4,798 being paupers, 1.660 dis¬ 
eased, 35 convicts and 1,501 contract 
laborers.

Alien Contract Laborers. 


"It is Interesting," rays Commission¬ 
er Sargent’s report, "a* bearing on the 
increasing attempts on the part of con¬ 
tractors In this country to evade the 
alien eomtrac* labor law to note that 
despite the diminution of immigration 
there was an Increase of 413 in the 
number rejected as alien contract la¬ 
borers. Thl8 is a much larger number 
than ever before has been refused ad¬ 
mission to the United States for thts 
cause In any one fiscal year." 

Further along in the report Com¬ 
missioner Sargent discusses at length 
the evil of the Importation of contract 
laborers, dweiidng particularly on the 
Insufficiency of laws at present on the 
statute books to stop the evil at the 
fountainhead—the contractors in the 
United States, The Commissioner vig¬ 
orously recommends that the law be so 
amended as to enable the officials of the 
Government to deal with the matter in 
such a way as effectually will put an 
end to the evil. 

Commissioner Sargent recommends. 
In order to prevent the entry of dis¬ 
eased person*, that the physical exam¬ 
ination of aliens be conducted abroad 
at the ports of embarkation by officer* 
of the United States Public Health and 
Marine Hospital Service.

Where Immigrants Gome From. 


Of the aggregate steerage Immigra¬ 
tion during the year, 767.933 came from 
Europe. 26.186 from Asia, and 18.751 
from all other countries. Th£ greatest 
number of Immigrants, 193,236. came 
from Italy, a decrease of 37,326 from 
last year; while 177,156 came from Aus¬ 
tria-Hungary, a decrease of 2S.855; 
145,141 from Russia; 46.3SQ from Ger¬ 
many, an Increase of 6.294; 38.626 from 
England, an increase of 12.407, 36.142 

from Ireland, an increase of 832; 27.763 
from Sweden, a decrease of 18,265; 23.808 
from Norway, a decrease of 653; 11.343 
from Greece, a decrease of 2,747; and 
11.092 from Scotland, an increase of 
4.949. 

Of the Oriental countries. Japanese 
furnished the greatest number of Jmm - 
grants, 14.264. a decrease of 5,780; while 
China supplied 4,309. an Increase of 2,100. 

It Is noted In the report that more 
than half of the total Immigration, or 
421.844, waa supplied by the Italian, 
PoMah, Slavok and Magyar races. 

In concluding his review of the viola¬ 
tions of the alien contract labor law 
Commissioner Sargent say* he is im¬ 
pelled to direct attention to the fact 
that the effective operating cause of 
violations and attempted violations of 
the alien contract labor law' is the em¬ 
ployer of such labor in this country. 
To put an end to such offense*, there¬ 
fore. it Is necessary for the law to suc¬ 
cessfully reach such employers, and by 
sufficient punishment more po emt than 
the mere expulsion or deportation of the 
alien induced by them to imlgraJe hith¬ 
er, to deter them from such practices. 
This feature of the law of necessity 
must be enforced by the officers of the 
Department of Justice operating 
through the courts.

If I had some sort of free show 
and wanted to get together the men and 
women who have no money to spend. I 
would use the poster*, but when I am 
after the dollars I u»e the newspap-rs, 
and you bet they will give me the roaults 
which I desire. Of course I want the pa¬ 
per with tho largest circulation, but I nlso 
wrorrt a paper which Is read at home and 
not In lhe street car or on the street. T 
want my ad* to soak In when quiet pre 
vails and a man or vnman !s reading to 
enjoy It and not glancing over headlines. 

"Long experience ha* shown me that 
the papers beat every form of advertising, 
and they can get my patronage whenever 
I have anything to offer for eale."

She has 
this'one hobby, and she has a dread of 
fire popping out of an open grate, setting 
fire to the room and burning up her 
clothe*.

In order to make them weigh 
more—the powder had sifted out on 
their shelves. They intended to return 
to the dealer, so far as possible, all these 
tricky articles, and Insist on the substi¬ 
tution of straight goods. My wife re¬ 
turned the comfort, and. in due season, 
the Lduisville firm sent her a hand¬ 
somer and better silk comfort. Now', 
that is doing straight business.

THEORY OF NO PUNISHMENT, 
SAYS DR. WOODS.

That there is a place of everlasting: 
punishment for unrepented sin wag the 
point made by the Rev. Dr. Neander 
M. Woods in his sermon at the Second 
Presbyterian church last night. He 
took the ground that there Ls an eter¬ 
nal hell, and the Devil is the father of 
It. he having tempted Eve by telling 
her that no punishment would over¬ 
take her even if she broke the com¬ 
mandment of God and ate the forbid¬ 
den fruit. 

"The Bible does not argue the exist¬ 
ence of hell in the least,'* said Dr. 
Wood*, "but rather assumes It and fre¬ 
quently refers to it as a fact In such 
terms as cannot easily be mistaken. 
Notwithstanding the FLress the Scrip¬ 
ture lays upon the existence of a place 
of damnation, there is a largely grow¬ 
ing sentiment In favor of the no-hell 
theory, and this Is responsible for a 
growing carelessness In the minds of 
the people toward eln. It is the wish of 
wicked men that it be firmly estab¬ 
lished that no place of punishment ex¬ 
ists that they may be care-free to pur¬ 
sue their wickedness. Men who believe 
In the salvation of Jesus Christ readily 
believe Lhe existence of hell when He 
Himself has said many times that all 
unbelievera shall be cast Into hell.

Man Needs a Henson. 


"Some men say that fhe fear of pun¬ 
ishment is a contemptible reason for 
right living," said the speaker, "but 
thip Is not true; it Is most reasonable 
that a fallible creature should have 
some strong and personal reason for 
keeping within' proper bounds. It 
would be just a b well to abolish the 
g-alknvs and prison as to remove the 
fear of eternal punishment for sin, not 
only against man, but against the Cre¬ 
ator.

"Where would the peace of the wortd 
be If the fear of the gallows and prison 
bars was not kept before the criminal 
mind? Even here in Louisville the 
murderer has a very good chance as It 
now Is," eaid the speaker, "but there is 
no doubt but that the fear of the law 
deters some who would, without that 
eonetralnt. willingly do murder. So In 
a higher sense the proper fear of Ood 
keeps Christian men In the path of 
righteousness, when, were there no fear 
of consequences, every little tempta¬ 
tion would lead them astray.

An Agency of Suicide. 


"The prevalence of the horrid crime 
Of suicide is mainly due to the theory 
that no place of punishment exists, 
and while It is a generally accepted be¬ 
lief that no man in his right mind will 
take his own life, the letters left be¬ 
hind by many of those who commit 
milcide shew no trace of Insanity, and 
rather Indicate a calm, dispassionate 
decision. 

No man," said Dr. Woods; "would 
go down Into the Valley of Death with 
that black stain upon hie soul if he 
believed he was to be punished. No 
one should try to argue away the fact 
of punishment lor wrongdoing. That 
1 * the law; if there be reward for the 
right, there should be punishment for 
the wrong. All should accept the sal¬ 
vation for which Jesus Christ died, and 
which ls freely offered to those who 
will believe on Him. Hell will have no 
terrors for the man who accepts this 
salvation."

natural tendency to prevent restriction 
the ©Jeouiv«* franchise, population, with¬ 
out regard to race, is a fair rul© for de¬ 
termining equal representation. 

A J»i«i rule of ropresen tatton ©hould be 
found, and great care should b© taken 
to avokt th© possibility of doing injustice 
to any State, and whatever rule Is adapt¬ 
ed must 'be applied North as well as 
South.

ment they have been casting upon them- 
fielv©# the rights and powers taken, 
rightfully or wrongfully, from other citi¬ 
zens of their States, when the.r doing so 
results In giving them a greater vclce In 
thv government of the United State** than 
their fellow citizens of other States of 
the Union possess. 

Th© time i» past for claiming that to 
Insist on a voter north having an equal 
voting power with a voter south l» an 
attempt to raise the race question and 
to thereby incite th© colored i>eople south 
to commit violence, or that a demand 
for such equal power is an attempt to 
bring about soriaj equality between the 
white and colored raeefc. 

If violence Is incited it Is by reason of 
the disfranchisement, not because the 
North demands equality, voter for voter, 
with the Booth. . 

Social equality never belonged to the 
cocenlso of political rights, and it never 
will. ___

He w-orks on 
a lighted stage, the settings being long 
curtains draped from 'the files and the 
floor covered with the regular green 
carpet whkh is used every night. While 
Dr. Arnold sat Inside his cabinet, tied 
hand and foot, bells were rung and 
thrown over the sides, a guitar was 
pLayed and all sorts of remarkable 
things happened. It was Impossible for 
the performer to have moved his hands, 
but It also seemed impossible for a con¬ 
federate to enter the cabinet, except 
through the top.

OTHER BASEBALL GOSSIP. 


A T Chicago this week the annual 
mcel’rg of the American I>*i£Ue 
w!4l be held and a number of im¬ 
portant matter* wi'.l be decided. 
Ixs* than a week later, cm Tuesday, De¬ 
cember 13, the National League will con¬ 
vene in similar session In New York. 

For the ffrat time In the Twentieth cen¬ 
tury the rival major leagues will meet 
without some war measure* to frame up 
or disputes left over from the war to *et- 
ile. While far from being la. harmony, 
the two majors have learned much by ex¬ 
perience and held 1 fair to settle the few re¬ 
maining difference* without friction, 
much :«w any decided* breach. 

The nature of tho business to be trans¬ 
acted by both league® at their December 
*os»iona 1 * advisory or contemplative 
rather than definite. F\>r Instance, no 
p.ayfng reheduh** can bo considered at 
thl* meeting even In skeleton form. That 
la lei ft to the spring meeting*, but there 
must be some disvufUnon of schedule*. It 
t* desirable for both leagues to retain 
the principle of nonconducting dates so 
far sb possible But It la not desirable to 
obtain them by. the same methods as 
heretofore. 

• • • 

There was moro friction over sdhedula* 
last season' than over any other one 
thing. Charges and counter charges were 
made. ouvpLclons aroused and enmity ex¬ 
cited in more than one Instance, and 
these matter* are 'bound to be an injury 
Lo base-ball. The system of appointing 
committee* of three from both league® 
which shall meet Jointly for the purpose 
or producing nortconfficthig &<*heduli'* 
cannot w’ork saXihrfa-ctorNy from the na¬ 
ture of things. Theae committees are 
composed of cluTo owner*, each ooklng 
for the liotter of it for hi* own club or 
at least for hi* own- league. Rome of this 
diversity of interest Is absent In the 
American league because tho drafting of 
the soheduJ'e la left entirely to President 
Johnson by the dub owners, but In the 
National Ih-ealdent Pulliam la not intrust. i 
ed with that Important roJe. that hemf 
contrary to tho eox*red customs o< the old 
organization.

Jockey (Tub Is Exclusive Judge 
of Discipline Within Its 
Precincts. 


T HE Opinion of th© French Advocate 
General adverse to th© appeal of 
Jockey Tod Sloan from the ruling 
cf the French Jockey Club is In¬ 
teresting Vo American turfmen because 
of the point on which it turns. Th© Advo¬ 
cate General hod da that th© Jookey club 
"la th© exclusive Judge of discipline with¬ 
in its precinct*.” 

In other word*, that no matter 
how “unjust the barring of Sloan 
from the French tracks. there Is 
no appeal from It. Although there ha* 
been much American sympathy for Sloan, 
experienced turfmen on th'» side arc 
heartily in accord with the opinion of the 
French Advocate. To bucocs© fully om- 
ba>t fraud, race track organlz .t'oos must 
be "tli© exclusive Judges of discipline 
within their own preolrvots” Their rul¬ 
ings cannot be Judged by the same laws 
and methods of evklrnc.' prevailing In 
civil or criminal courts. Were this neces¬ 
sary, fraud would go unchecked im the 
race tracks. 

On “many occasions, ncverthelra*. per¬ 
son* barred from American tracks have 
taken their oa<©* Into the civil courts 
and have received Judgments, indicating 
a belief In th© right of the oouTts to 
Interfere In such matters. This Is ail 
the more strong* because In moot pteic*s 
In America racing and race tracks hive 
n<nhlug Ilk© the legal standing th y hive 
in France. Th© average American Jurist 
will hold racing 1 * on illrgat ftimuu ment, 
nnd yet will not hestt'aie to render a de¬ 
cision affecting th© cffid ils of racing. 

The »on>ewh<N noUd Farley case, tried 
in Detroit i-is? v. aT. while not exactly u 
similar case, showed th attl ud? of c um 
toward race track*.

The bitterest conflict over racing dates 
la expected from New Orleans, where 
th© Crescent City Jockey Club ha* held 
a monopoly of racing for years. The new 
track will, go before to-morrow’s meeting 
and ask for an equal division of racing 
dates with the old organization. The new 
track will base Ite request upon the 
ground* that a monopoly of date* 1 * In- 
variably bud for racing and that It has 
sufficient financial backing to make the 
meeting a success. Delegation* represent¬ 
ing both side* *p-*nt to-night in lobbying 
among the different members of the 
Board of Steward*, und the prospect* are 
that to-morrow’* meeting of the con¬ 
trolling body will witness a spirited tight 
between the two faction*.

ADVANTAGES OF WOODEN 
RAILROAD BRIDGES. 


Committee of Maintenance of Way 
Meets To-day At Galt House to 
Prepare eRport. 


Wooden bridges will be discussed to¬ 
day at a meeting of a committee of the 
American Railroad Engineers and 
Maintenance of Way Association, which 
has In charge that branch of work. The 
meeting will be hold at the Galt Houro. 
and civil engineers from all parts of the 
country tfiil gather here for the dis¬ 
cussion. The committee meets once 
each year to prepare a report on 
bridge* and bridge construction, which 
is submitted to the association at Its 
annual meeting which U held in Chi¬ 
cago. The meeting this year will be 
held In March. The association Is com¬ 
posed of civil engineers who are en¬ 
gaged in railroad construction, and the 
leading men of that line of work are 
member* of R. A number of commit¬ 
tees aT© appointed each year. These 
committees consider the various 
branches of the work nnd make exten¬ 
sive reports, which are printed and dis¬ 
tributed to the members, the purpose 
being to give all 'the members of the as¬ 
sociation the advantage of the Idea* 
and thoughts of the other*. 

The committee which meets here to¬ 
day will take up the advantages and 
disadvantages of wooden bridges, com¬ 
paring them with concrete And iron 
bridges and showing where and how the 
wooden bridges are Inferior nnd su¬ 
perior to t he others. The committee will 
probably be In session for two days. 

D. B. Dunn, one of the committee, 
was nt the Galt House Inst night. 
Others will arrive to-day, and it Is ex¬ 
pected that about twenty of the lead¬ 
ing railroad engineers of th© country 
will be present. They meet In Louis¬ 
ville on account of i-ts central location. 


"Will is mad at me, nnd I don't cure 
for life. 1 have taken poison. Good- 
by. all. To the one who caused this: 
I hope you will forgive rne.” 

Tills note, written on a telegram 
blank, was left on a table by iMr*. 
Florence Bogart last night, when she 
attempted to kill herself nt the home 
of Mrs. Mpry Henry. 204 Eleventh 
street. She thought she was taking 
chloroform, but her knowledge of drug* 
was so slight that she swallowed Iodo¬ 
form by mistake. 

Several weeks ago *he left her hus¬ 
band. Louis Bogart, and W’ent to the 
home of Mrs. Henry. Will Thomas, a 
well-dressed young man. has been pay¬ 
ing her attention. They quarreled yes¬ 
terday afternoon and she resolved to 
end her life. 

Going to a drug store, sh© asked for 
five cents’ worth of chloroform. The 
druggist thought she mild iodoform 
and gave her that drug instead. Not 
knowing the difference, she went hack 
to her home, wrote the note and swal¬ 
lowed the drug, which w'us not suffi¬ 
cient In quantity to do her great In¬ 
jury. 

Tbonm* was near at hand and found 
her lying on the bed apparently near 
death. The note was' by her side and 
near It was the envelope which had 
contained the iodoform. He ran to a 
telephone nnd nrffified the City Hos¬ 
pital. The ambulance was sent, but 
by the time it arrived the woman had 
nearly recovered. Thomas was so in¬ 
terested In saving her life that he for¬ 
got the quarrel, and when she recov¬ 
ered they were good friend* again. 
Aside from the strong smell of the 
poison there was no bad result of th* 
attempt At sui cide. _ _

CORN COMING TO MARKET. 


TEMPTING PRICES CAUSE THE 
FARMER TO SELL.

Live Stock Market Dull. 

At the stockyards the trade for cat¬ 
tle has been rather uncertain In tone, 
and there has been the usual spread of 
valuer The trade has been largely in¬ 
i'* restod in the live-stock show, and 
there have been few days when the ur¬ 
gency of demand In the open market 
has been such as to make buying 
markedly active. Now that the show 
has dosed it Is expected life will return 
to the market. 

Hogs are five cents under the tup for 
last week, hut there was a gain in the 
later trading of the week, ami the gen¬ 
eral average of values is strong and 
satisfactory to the seller. That the 
market has held up so well In a week 
when receipts were so heavy ae to 
break all previous records for the year 
Is thought to presage a good market 
from th^ time henceforth. 

In sheep prices are not much changed 
from last week. The market as a 
whole is la a satisfactory* condition.

Chicago. Dec. 3.—father, foreign 
and domestic, has again been the lead¬ 
ing influence in the wheat market this 
week. Conditions in the Argentine 
country, reports of which hove been 
more or less contradictory, have been 
instrumental In shaping prices, as have 
those in the winter wheat belt of the 
United States. As a whole the market 
has been nervous to a degree. 

The market was oppressed at the be¬ 
ginning of the week by the further 
heavy Increase In the visible, which 
Jt the first, session was shown to have 
added 2,196.000 bushels to Its previous 
IbtUk. The price declined two cents a 
bushel before other features in the sit¬ 
uation. of less bearish character, turn¬ 
ed it in the opposite direction, and be¬ 
fore the close of Fridlay the decline had 
ail, beejn recovered and fractional net 
gains made as compared with the clos¬ 
ing of the previous Saturday, and when 
the final session ended still further 
gains harfr been recorded. 

The heavy rains reported In the Ar¬ 
gentine. while .they did not greatly 
alarm the oj»erators, caused nej vous- 
ness. and then when the cleaning came 
It was remembered that similar condi¬ 
tions existed last year during the sea¬ 
son’s harvest, the result of which was 
perfectly satisfactory. Again world's 
shipments in the previous week showed 
conclusively that European Importers 
were getting all the wheat they needed 
Without calling on this country for any¬ 
thing but a small modicum of flour, 
unless to the latter the clearances of 
Manitoba wheat might be added. 

Taking exports of the latter into 
consideration. Bradstreefs statement 
of the week’s exports from this side 
showed them to amount to 2.101,000 
bushels, compared with 1.332,000 bushels 
the previous week. Russia and the 
Dahubian countries exported 6.C00.0C0 
bushels, but reports from Odessa give 
indications of a falling off for the time 
to come. 

That there was practically no wheat 
delivered Thursday or Friday on De¬ 
cember contracts was the beginning of 
the greater confidence Jn prices reflect¬ 
ed by the advance that has been men¬ 
tioned. but that of itself would prob¬ 
ably have had little effect had not the 
diminishing receipts at winter and 
spring w heat markets begun to Impress 
some of the speculators who had been 
waiting for some such indorsement of 
their views to press their opinions with 
greater confidence. 

That Armour & Company were l&e 
leaders In that respect .was only in line 
with views expressed earlier In the 
week by Mr. Ualeeiolne. President of 
that company. That he met with stout 
resistance was to be expected from the 
large number In the trade that keep 
their eyes upon the already high price, 
the absence of export demand and 
the weekly additions to the visible, and 
certainly If speculation looked no furth¬ 
er ahead than what can be reckoned 
from the statistics of the bulletin 
lx>ards there is small encourageim-nt 
for the bulls. The diminished receipts, 
however, should make the visible wtate- 
menf Monday less bearish, with proba¬ 
bly something less than 1.500.000 bushels 
increase, compared with 1,902,000 bush¬ 
els increase for the corresponding time 
last year. 

The crucial point in the present situ¬ 
ation Is the domestic receipts, and there 
are several goixi Judges of the proba¬ 
bilities who think they have already 
given Lhe bears all the assistance they 
are likely to receive from that source 
for the remainder of the season.

Birmingham. Ala.. Dec. 4.—(Spe¬ 
cial.]—The Commercial Club and 
Board of Trade of Birmingham have 
appointed special committees to wel¬ 
come the arrival here to-morrow of the | 
first train on the new extension of the 
Seaboard Air Line from Atlanta to 
Birmingham. 

The Seaboard Air Line announces 
that it will be ready to receive and 
ship freight to-morrow, having prac¬ 
tically completed all Its terminal facil¬ 
ities and being prepared 1 6 inaugurate 
a regular freight train service to¬ 
morrow. Through freights will be run 
direct from Birmingham to Ports¬ 
mouth. Va., where steamboat connec¬ 
tions to New York and other Easiem 
markets will be made. It is under¬ 
stood that very close relatlohs will ex¬ 
ist between the Seaboard and the St. 
Ix>uis and San Francisco lines here. 
The Frisco-Rock Island owners have 
extensive holdings In the Seaboard. It 
Is believed that a through passenger 
service from the West to Atlantic tide¬ 
water will be operated before long over 
these lines. 


INTO WEAKER RANDS 


STOCKS ARE STEADILY PASSING 
WITH THE BOOM. 


THE END NOT YET IN SIGHT. 


Not a Cloud On Horizon To Check 
the Craze For Speculation. 


The weather of the week still favor¬ 
ed the drying corn to an unusual de¬ 
gree and that was readily seen in the 
rapid improvement in the grading of 
the local receipts. Receipts which, 
under such encouraging circumstances, 
might have been expected to show In¬ 
crease In proportion to the better 
grading were not materially on larged, 
and from that arose a part at least of 
the comparative steadiness In prices. 
The latter had as well to thank a 
brisker movement toward the seaboard 
In answer to an increasing demand 
from abroad. 

It Is now well assured that In the 
neighborhood of present values here 
there will be large quantities taken by 
the Importing countries, the diminish¬ 
ing shipments from Argentina coming 
simultaneously with the fitting of 
American conn for export, having di¬ 
rected their attention hither. 

The reluctance of country holders to 
accept the bids from here as freely as 
might have been supposed from the 
estimated abundance of the crop Is apt, 
If adhered to for any length of time, 
to create a doubt of the correctness pf 
the largest of the estimated totals. 
That greater suspicion of the heaviest 
estimates has not been aroused before 
la-due in large degree to the splendid 
weather the grain has been favored 
with, which has fitted for market mill¬ 
ions of bushels that never would have 
been fit for shipment, and removed that 
from consideration of the growers in 
deciding whether the present is the 
proper time to dispose of tl*dr crop* 

Had the weather been other than It 
was. a vast number who now have corn 
fit to market would have been pre¬ 
cluded from the attempt, for reasons 
that are obvious ; but-with no such ob¬ 
stacle In their way, and such tempting 
prices before them, it l? Just a little 
strange that farmers are such compar¬ 
atively reluctant sellers. They are rich, 
it la .said, und are not compelled to sell 
before the spirit moves them, but we 
do not hear i>f rich people omitting to 
c ut the coupons from their bonds, when 
due for payment, and a farmer with a 
crop of merchantable grain in his barn 
soon after harvest Is not unlikely to 
have similar desires to the bondholder, 
who prefers to see the proceeds of his 
harvest added to his bank account. 

There is reason to believe that the 
Idea of farmers holding their grain be¬ 
cause of their overflowing prosperity Is 
more prevalent than true, and it is 
much more probable that their refusal 
to sell early Is because they see no rea¬ 
son to apprehend lower prices later, 
and holding on is their way of specu¬ 
lating on the market.

Oats and Provisions. 

The oats market lias held very firm, 
but has been extremely dull. Receipts 
have continued light, with no present 
indications of increases in the* Immedi¬ 
ate future. Current consumption has 
been somewhat In excess of the dally 
arrivals, as seen in a small decrease 
In the visible supply, but It still left 
more than 24.000,000 bushels In ripht. 
and that has been enough to put a 
damper on bull speculation. An ad¬ 
vance In corn would be needed to make 
prices advance, and without that ther? 
Is little Indication of impending change 

Provisions became strong after the 
publication of the month's changes in 
the local stocks nf contract products. 
As those show*ik decreases for the 
month in the face or heavy receipts <>f 
hogs they gave packers a good opmu- 
t unity to frighten a nutnber of the 
er.ortj* into covering, and the buying 
thereby induced created unwonted ac- 


New York, Dec. 3,—Favorable condi¬ 
tions continue to exert a stimulating in¬ 
fluence in Wall street. In spite of pres¬ 
ent high prices and the fatu that stocks 
are steadily passing from strong into 
w eaker hand*. the market shows a strong 
undertone, broause powerful banking In¬ 
terests are lending their support, because 
general conditions are favorable and be¬ 
cause the monetary outlook is entirely 
satisfactory. Such a situation undoubt¬ 
edly encourages speculation, and until 
some radical change occurs It is impossi¬ 
ble to tell when the market will turn. 

The attitude of the large bankers to¬ 
ward the market Is easily explained and 
logical. One or two yean* ago American 
railroads needed large sums of new cap¬ 
ital In order to enable them to carry out 
Important improvements demanded by the 
country'* growth. At that time the stock 
market was suffering from effects of the 
trust craze and the collapse of the hoorn 
In September, 1902. It was Impossible to 
place any securities, even of tne better 
class, among disgusted or Impoverished 
investor*. These improvements being im¬ 
perative, the only recourse was to short¬ 
term borrowings, and the result was the 
placing of big amounts of railroad paper 
by the leading bankers. These notes be¬ 
ing flr*rt-class security, were readily taken 
by Institutions, and were an admirable 
expedient tor tiding over until conditions 
favored their being turned Into fixed 
form. 

• • • 

Till Bonds Are Floated. 

Many of these obligations are now ma¬ 
turing and more will follow. The great 
Improvement In financial and business af¬ 
fairs afford# an excellent opportunity for 
these funding schemes, and our big bank¬ 
ers find It good policy to keep ihv market 
In an optimistic mood until such opera¬ 
tions are completed. This explains t'he 
port taken by big financial interests In 
the market. Fortunately Investors show' 
an eagerness for good securities. The ab¬ 
sorption of bonds during tftne last few 
(months and the readiness with which new 
liusue© are still taken can only Wfe fexplaln- 
ed by the fact that investors have been 
withholding their funds more than neces¬ 
sary and awaiting the outcome of the 
crops and the elections. Now that both 
of these questions have been solved sat¬ 
isfactorily. hoarded capital Is being re¬ 
leased and a demand has set in which is 
still unsatisfied. No better ba*is for a 
strong and active market could be found. 

General business conditions continue to 
improve. Clearing-house returns at lead¬ 
ing cities lust week showed an Increase 
of over 5o per cent Of- course this wn« 
largely due to speculation In New York; 
but Baltimore showed an increase of 22 
per cent.. Philadelphia 13 per cent., Chi¬ 
cago 12 per cb n't., Boston 30 per • *‘nt and 
New Orleans 26 per cent. Reports from 
all sections nf the country show similar 
gains In clearing*, which, beyond ques¬ 
tion, tell the story of busings improve¬ 
ment. Further proof Is afforded in rail¬ 
road earnings, twenty-one roads reporting 
an Increase ef 12 per cent. In the third 
week of November. Traffic managers tell 
us that their roads are again likely to be 
overtaxed with traffic, and are urging car 
and locomotive Works to ha.**:*?! deliver¬ 
ies of n»*wly-placed orders for rolling 
stock. 

Our railroads are once more heavy buyv 
or* of Iron And steel products, and are 
chiefly responsible lor thft latest boom In 
Iron and steel. Heavy advances have al¬ 
ready tak n place In prices or many 
products, the effect of which Is to creute 
u buyers’ panic and another spasmodic 
boom In the steel Issues on the Stock fcix- 
changt*.

Lexington, Ky.. Dec. 4.—[Special.]— 
Last week's re*cM>rd in the Kentucky 
and Tennessee oil field showed fewer 
completions than usual. The rains of 
the latter paafl. of the week came too 
late to materially affect operations, 
which have been partly tied up by a 
lack of water. 

The Cuimiberlantl county field siho-ws 
three producers o>f more than the aver¬ 
age caliber. The earlier part of the 
week the Nenv Domain, operating on 
tihe Neeley faUm. drilled in a fifty- 
barreler. anS the Sheets & Bennett 
Uomtpany got one of the sime capacity. 
The Greenfburg Oil Company's No. 3. 
on the Richardson farm, brought in 
the latter part of the weelt. Is safe for 
forty -barrels. On the Richardson and 
Graves farm the Greensburg Com¬ 
pany now has a number cf excellent 
producers. The accumulation of oil in 
steerage In Cumberland county Is rap¬ 
idly being disposed of. anfl in the face 
of good prices operators In that divi¬ 
sion are renewing their effort*. 

The Wayne county field shows four 
oom plot ions, but a number of wells are 
nearing the interesting point and are 
due In within a day or two. The best 
strike of the week was made by a local 
concern, the Licking Valley, and doejs 
fifty barrefls. The Pittsburg & Ken¬ 
tucky OH Company got a tw mty-five- 
>i>arreler, and a wildcat well shotvs up 
for twenty barrels. 

A number of new wells are going 
down in the Wayne county field/ The 
Kentucky Colonel®’ Oil Company will 
finish up three wells in the Steuben¬ 
ville dlvteion next week, being their 
Nos. 36, 37 and 38. In the same terri¬ 
tory a local concern, Lhe Ohenoe Oil 
Company, commenced a well last week. 
Work is being put imto shape for the 
winter season, which is usually one 
of inactivity, as the roads are In bad 
condition during .the greater part of 
the winter, and It Is difficult to trans¬ 
port drilling machinery.

In Upper Field. 

In the upper fields the Bath-Rowan 
division shows the first strike for Sev¬ 
ern! weeks. The Morehead Oil Com¬ 
pany. operating in the* Ragland field, 
landed a ten-barrelfr. While there is 
little new production in the Bath- 
Rowan field, tbe runs for the past t wo 
years have maintained a Liir average.

The lighter 
grade is now selling at $1.01. while Rag¬ 
land goes at sixty cents a barrel. 

IN OTHER FIELDS. 

Drouth Has Also Restricted Opera¬ 
tions. 

Toledo. O., Dec. 4.—[Special.]—The 
scarcity of water has caused havoc 
with operations throughout the oil re¬ 
gions. Otherwise, conditions have been 
of the best for the rushing of the drill, 
The Trenton limestone field* have r,o* 
suffered as- much a* the Kentucky. 
West Virginia and Southeastern Ohio' 
regions. The na«t week has neverthe¬ 
less been active ar.d has 'been a week 
of wells above the average. The Indiana 
field has ten wells that are in the gush¬ 
er list, the majority of them being in 
the deep ?and developments n ar Mun- 
cle. Huntington and Randolph coun¬ 
ties had each a 200-baxrel producer, 
and Gnarut county one that did 100 bar¬ 
rets. 

In the Northwestern Ohio field. Allen 
county had two gushers good for 100 
borrela, and Wood county had the 
same number. Southeastern Ohio (had 
three gushers. Two were located in 
Columbiana county and one In Morgan 
count y. 

The West Virginia regions have had 
a 'mos’t remarkable week for gushers, 
there being eight completed in the 
Stale. The M-annington ficLI. In Markup 
county, has two remarkable gushers, 
one* doing 720 barrels and another G50 
barrel*.

English pea*, beats, asparagus, 
etc., and If they were no? behind the 
perspiring glass, wltth a biting temper¬ 
ature on the out wide, one night well im¬ 
agine himself in the midst of June The 
priors, hs well as the tender vegetable*, 
remind one of the Hr-t crop In the ear¬ 
ly sirring. Two months ago a bunch of 
radishes could be bought for a nick, 1— 
now a like bunch will cost flfteeil cents. 
Prices are up on all the other tenderer 
kinds In proportion. 

"They are the second crop." explained 
a dealer, "and cost us more ihan the 
first soring supply. They were raised 
this fall under difficult tea, too," he con¬ 
tinued "The gardeners not only had 
to cultivate them enreffully. but were 
forced by the drouth to water them 
dally. The temperature w,is k nd enough 
to thmi. but no rain fell whMe these 
vegetables were growing."

EVIDENCE AGAINST VIOLATORS 
OF GAME LAWS. 


Capt. Berry Expects Soon to Be 
Beady To Go Before the Grand 
Jury. 


A new phase of Jaw violation may he 
pr seated «to th»- J-efferexm oounrty Grand 
Jury in the near future, and some In- 
tiJotmints against well-known sports¬ 
men may full >w. OapL G. G. Berry, 
who whs recently selected as Game 
Warden for Jefferson county, has been 
busy, notwithstanding the fact that 
nothing to Indicate hit* watchfulness 
has yet appeared on the surface. Capt. 
Berry has p*en at work after the fash¬ 
ion of a trained sleuth, and Is keeping 
hi* own counsel while he quietly piles 
up evidence to convict. 

Capt. Berry is a sportsman at heart, 
and a conscientious one. and is deter¬ 
mined to protect the game In Jefferson 
county. He will not only proceed 
ugairtat those who violate . th laws 
afield, but against those who barter 
with gu.ne against the law, and It i* 
sakl he will cause the Grand Jury to 
look Into a number of cose® against 
dealers in Louisville who. he charges, 
sold game killed in Kentucky and are 
thus iULle to prosecution. 

Capt. Berry said that If he accepted 
the word of dealers, more rabbits were 
trapped this fail than ever before In 
the history of Kentucky. He found 
many dealers displaying rabbits for 
sole, nnd inquiries brought forth the ex¬ 
planation that they were not shot but 
captured in snares and trap*. 'The 
shrewd dealer h aware that the law 
Is not violated by trapping and snaring 
the "cotton-laHe," and thus he eaja>t! 
no evade the law. "if al! those rabbits 
1 mw about Louisville were snared and 
trapped." *'*ki Capt, Berry, “traps and 
cmaxee must have been as thick us 
pig*' *rack* about a country school 
hou \nothej* strange thing is unex¬ 
plained to me in that regard. I pur¬ 
chased several of those ‘trapped' rab¬ 
bits. and w-hlle 1 munched toothsome 
morsels my teeth came down upon a 
leaden pellet. Now, the question pre¬ 
sents Itself, if that rabbit .van caught 
in a trap, how did he get that shot, in 
his anatomy?" 

"I found some of the dealers selling 
quail," continued Cupt. Berry, "but 1 
wna promptly Informed that they came 
from a distant State. Well, perhaps 
they did, and perhaps they idn'b—I 
may give those dealers an opportunity 
to prove more clearly that such la the 
case." 

The drouth Just broken proved a 
greater protection to quail In Kentucky 
than anything human agency could 
have accomplish* i The earth was too 
dry for ever the best trained dog, as 
he could not scent the game, and un¬ 
less the hunter and his dogs walked 
through and accidentally flushed the 
coveys, they were overlooked and es¬ 
caped.

“The Christian Faith Band” Is the 
name of a religious seet among the 
negroes of the West Wnd The band 
wri organized some months ago by 
Annie Martin, whose home Is at 1127 
Grayson street, anrl already claim#* a 
membership of about fifty devout fol¬ 
lower. The creed of the sect Is holi¬ 
ness. Its members believing that mor¬ 
tals may' be without the semblance of 
sin. The temple ot the new organiza¬ 
tion Is now a cottage at 1414 f\e>*d tU- 
ley, a narrow* passageway between 
Fourteenth and Fifteenth and Chestnut 
and Magazine streets. Near the cot¬ 
tage la a fhed or shingled arbor In 
which the aervk s of the peculiar sect 
were held In the summer months. 

Annie Mar tin. the founder ivho is 
now at the head, is known among her 
flock ua "Mother in Israel." SI o Is 
said by them to have a wonderful pow¬ 
er over her subjects, and that under 
the spoil of her exhortations the wild¬ 
est religious fervor and enthusiasm are 
created at every service. Her follow¬ 
ers believe implicitly in every state¬ 
ment she makes and willingly obey 
her every command. 

When worshiping the femnle mem¬ 
bers of the flock appear at the place 
of worship attired In white arid on 
entering the room bow In humble hu¬ 
mility. chanting Kome weird-souu Hng 
croon :ls the;* approach the rostrum, 
or throne, on which "Mother in Israel" 
Martin is seated. The favorite position 
In supplication is standing with the 
hands pressed together and held above 
the head, the eves gazing reverently 
Heavenward. The prayers, w’hen in 


concert* are srflcnt. all worshipers 
standing in like position*. 

The communion of the band Is all In 
silence and consists of frequent silent 
prayer*. In which all join after partak¬ 
ing of the wine and bread. At the 
close of the communion service, which 
lasts about forty minutes, the wor¬ 
shipers leave the room as quietly as 
they entered, with heads bowed and 
hared, that they may not appear ir¬ 
reverent in the sanctuary. 

People living In the neighborhood of 
the worshiping place of the new sect 
have often se^n the white-chad figures 
of negro women making their way 
toward the arbor, hidden back in the 
alley, and have wondered w’hat It 
meant. 

Annie M.irtin, the head of the sect, 
at her home on Grayaon street yester¬ 
day talked freely of the organization 
and of her contemplated plane. "Our 
church is one of holiness," she Fold. 
"We believe that a Christian should 
have r.o sin. and we teach it. We 
teach the oM-tline religion, and we find 
It In the Bible. We commune once a 
week and dress in w’hite because It is 
an emblem of the purity of the heart 
of our members. Our purpose is to 
rave sinners. Jc,«?t like nny other 
church, but we do not. believe like 
most cf the church*** that a person can 
1>e part Christian and part sinner. 1 
expect to have a big following in Txrnls- 
vtlle some of these days, and then we 
will build a big church. Our members 
ar»- now praying for money to build 
with, and all of them ate putting 
money In a fund for that purpose." \

"The effect of the drouth h«s been 
felt by the umbrella dealers ns 
much as It ha* been f**lt by the 
farmers. They have not had any water 


for their stock and their grass has 
dried up. but we hove not had any 
sol * 1 for our ^tock and our money wa.? 
being dried up. It was ail one and the 
same thing. Why. I have not been able 
to sell an umbrella since about June 1 
The people are queer about umbrellas. 
Unless they are going on a Journey or 
want to make some one a present of an 
umbrella, they will not buy one unless 
It is raining.

"All this Is changed when the rain 
begins to fall. Then we do a rushing 
business Thl* rain, small a« It is. has 
meant that we can get rid of some of 
the stock which has been dead on our 
shelves for the past two months. The 
rain served os a reminder and the peo¬ 
ple went like “beep and bought umbrel¬ 
la*.
